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DETAILED ACTION 



A Restriction Requirement was mailed out 5/1/06. However, another set of claims filed on the 
same day as the set requiring restriction (4/21/04) was later found. Therefore, the Examiner has made 
another Restriction Requirement on claims 24-42 (claims 1-23 having been canceled). Therefore, the 
previous Restriction Requirement has been vacated in favor of this Requirement.
